TION, “MANUAL FOR COTTAGE MOTHERS 
INSTITUTIONS” 


The cottage mother slowly but surely coming into 
her own. The latest effort center attention upon her 
the publication the Manual for Cottage Mothers 
Institutions the Child Welfare League America. 

The subject matter the manual arranged under 
the headings Vital Relationships, Health Needs, Mental 
Hygiene, Character Development, Play and Recreation, 
Diet and Home Economics, The Child’s Busy Day, 
Working Conditions and Wages, and the Cottage 
Mother’s Bookshelf. While not claim: that the 
manual covers all the things cottage mother should 
know, believe will stimulate her think more 
creatively and objectively about her job. this as- 
sumption correct, the new publication may ,help 
raise standards the child care field another notch 
two. 

With the exception the chapter play, which was 
prepared Miss Erna Bunke the National Rec- 
reation Association, the subject matter based largely 
upon the experience and observation the members 
the League’s own staff.

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BOARD MEMBERS VISIT FOSTER HOMES 


Executives children’s agencies often find 
cult interpret certain aspects foster home care 
board members such way that the warmth and 
color inherent foster care program become real. 
especially difficult this when shift has been made 
from program institutional care one which includes 
only foster home placement and family adjustment. 

The Jewish Children’s Society Baltimore was 
faced with this problem interpretation, among many 
others, when closed its beautiful institution, Levin- 
dale, 1927, and adopted foster care program. One 
the ways which the society attempted enlist the 
whole-hearted support the board members the new 
project was through the activities visiting com- 
mittee. spite the real risks involved having 
board members visit foster homes, the society had the 
courage try out such plan. 

Miss Edith Lauer, the case supervisor the organiza- 
tion, has written the following article the experiment, 
including reports visits made board mem- 
bers. While many plans work with homogeneous 
groups that might not prove successful organizations 
dealing with undifferentiated case loads, neverthe- 
less interesting record new adventures board 
member-worker-client relationships. 


“The change from institutional foster home care 
implies many readjustments all along the line and not 
the least important these the readjustment neces- 
sary for the board member, who has become accustomed 
the security buildings and the many satisfac- 
attendant upon seeing groups children well- 
equipped and well-controlled environment. ex- 
tremely difficult for him accept different method 
care; means that the children themselves shall dis- 
appear from his ken and the joy observing their prog- 
ress shall longer part his personal experience; 
means that they shall placed with people who are 
strangers him and over whom cannot possibly 
have any influence; and means step into the un- 
known from very satisfying, excellent known. 

workers can make reports foster homes 
and children with all the eloquence compatible with 
honesty, they can depict the comfortable little cottage, 
the rose-vines and the embroidered bed-spreads, they 
can describe relationships with without anecdotal 
methods, they can even show photographs appealing 
poses but they find almost impossible adequately 
convey the values foster home care they themselves 
see. How, then, convince the properly skeptical lay- 
man? How arouse that enthusiasm both sides the 
board room table without which agency can prosper? 

means were employed bring about much 
solid conviction was possible under the circumstances 
regarding the merits the foster home program. One 
that has proved effective was the establishment 
Committee.’ Its function was bring the 
individual board member the individual foster home, 


see for himself the child its new setting, enable 
him observe the families selected for various types 
children and their attitudes towards their responsibilities, 
The visit was paid with the worker, which made 
ble for the board member observe the strengths 
weaknesses all relationships influencing the child’s 
adjustment and give him data concerning the family 
situation. 

the committee was rotating, 
that each board member ‘served term’ and had the 
opportunity seeing least ten homes, more 
desired, and made his own report the expeditions 
the regular monthly board meetings. 

“Criticisms adverse nature were freely made, 
freely discussed and carefully followed the chairman, 
some instances board members chose revisit 
order secure more comprehensive picture and better 
understanding the different factors involved. 

“On the whole the foster parents received 
visits with interest—even enthusiasm—and they served 
increase their sense dignity and importance the 
agency. the joint meeting board and foster 
parents the question the value the Visiting Com- 
mittee was raised and was the almost unanimous 
opinion the foster parents that should continued 
brought greater unity and understanding the 
work. for the board members’ version, may 
best let them speak for themselves. The following 
are extracts taken bodily from the minutes the board 
meetings:

She has had unfortunate background and contrast 
the other children saw, has been real 
case. The foster mother, Mrs. Cantor, seems 
just about the right type handle Esther. She isa 
sturdy woman with enough firmness display 
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necessary and the necessity apparently arises from time 
totime. Mrs. Cantor has had the advantage good ad- 
from the worker handling this difficult case and 
she seems profit it. The home neat enough but 
not class with those previously reported; this 
perhaps should be. Esther some time ago went 
live with her own family Virginia, but did not work 
out all well and she came back Mrs. Cantor’s 
begging allowed stay there. She not bright 
girl and has had difficulty sticking one thing. She 
now working, however. Worker keeps close touch 
with Mrs. Cantor and between them believe Esther’s 
welfare being looked after about well could 
hope for. 

home Mrs. Samuels exceptionally good 
and Hilda, four years old, who Mrs. Samuels’ care, 
perfectly happy. Last year when visited the home 
had made quite impression Hilda and be- 
came quite chummy. This year, Hilda, having reached 
the sophisticated age four, was little more reserved, 
She sat lap and had quite formal conversa- 
tion. She told all about her little affairs and the 
games she plays. Her doll, appears, too exquisite 
for words. She showed genuine attachment and love 
for Mrs. Samuels. think Hilda ideally placed. 

next visit was the home Mrs. Steinbach. 
That home conveyed the most wholesome 
domestic atmosphere. Mrs. Steinbach doubt the 
foster mother had seen that morning. She has 
her charge four children from our society who are 
brothers and sisters, Anna, two years old, Lois, three 
and half, Herman, five, and Ben, eight. addition 
these four children, there another child the home, 
besides her own daughter. Mrs. Steinbach, her police- 
man husband, and the six children form happy family. 
The children are receiving splendid training. dis- 
cussing the clothing with which the children were 
outfitted, Mrs. Steinbach insisted that the children 


society should have their outfits less beauty 


and quality than that which she provides for her own 
daughter. ‘The worker had not said that they should 
not have that sort outfit and was simply discussing 
the matter with Mrs. Steinbach, but Mrs. Steinbach’s 
first remark—that all children should treated alike— 
received the worker’s most enthusiastic support and 
own admiration. This woman’s whole life apparently 
wrapped the children. 

Steinbach’s home ideal from the point 
view light and air. One bedroom has four large 
windows, another three. The living room, the kitchen, 
all the rooms, fact, would have been bathed 
sunlight had been clear day. The children looked 
perfectly well, though the worker informed that 
Lois has had rickets, from which she recovering under 
Mrs. Steinbach’s care. 

doubt our society has ever had better home 
for the children than offered the Steinbach’s. 

wish acknowledge indebtedness the 
worker for making visits useful and intelligible 
me. Without her informing explanation much what 
had seen would perhaps have been lost me. was 
enabled observe what should have been observed. The 
worker has clear and intimate understanding the 
problems presented each child, what foster home 
should be, and what care the children should receive.’ 


“Mr. Mandel, who visited with Mr. Koren, our boy’s 
worker, reported follows: ‘One the homes visited 
was that Mr. and Mrs. Spiro, taking the responsi- 
bility two the Goodwin children. The entire 
Goodwin family consists Mr. Goodwin and seven 
children. the time the mother’s death attempt 
was made keep the family together, with the oldest 
sister keeping house, but this did not work out satis- 
factorily. The children were considered and the deci- 
sion was made that the three younger children, namely, 
Sidney, Louise and Samuel, become wards the society. 
Mr. Goodwin contributes $40 every month for the 
children’s support. The oldest boy, Samuel, was dis- 
charged about year and half ago. Louise’s former 
foster mother moved East Baltimore and older 
brother, Herman, who had never shown any particular 
interest, came the front and asked that the children 
placed uptown neighborhood that could keep 
touch with them. The society considered his feelings 
and complied with the request and placement was made 
Louise and Sidney their present home with Mrs. 

piro. 

the children has ever presented any 
problem. Louise pupil West High School. Her 
ambition into training nurse and she has 
already made investigation these requirements. 
Sidney school the ninth grade. Both these 
children have high mentality and fine ability. 

few weeks ago the foster father lost his job 
with dry cleaning company and, course, the entire 
family has been distressed their livelihood. Mr. 
Spiro was New York the time our visit looking 
for employment. Facing the economic situation, Mrs. 
Spiro called the children together, their 
minds could help arrange some means support. 
The outstanding member was Louise, who suggested 
that the girls the household could manage the family 
washing and each one could take hand. Mrs. Spiro 
very proud Louise and the girl devoted her and 
expresses herself frequently never wanting leave 
her foster mother’s care. Sidney obeys his sister and 
they are all very close. Together with Mrs. Spiro’s 
three daughters, they live harmony. Mrs. Spiro 
visits the children’s father with them frequently and 
this situation seems excellent one. this 
time the only problem that Mr. Spiro unemployed 
and this serious one. this home the children 
seem the hands good keen woman, full 
common sense, who knows how manage large family 
and assume her responsibilities well.’ 

wish state that believe the work caring for 
our children foster homes has progressed. The place- 
ments seem have been very well studied. can 
readily see that certain children could not thrive 
homes which other children are making very good 
adjustments. There seems careful planning 
behind all. The workers seem have the confidence 
and respect the foster parents and the children seem 
quite familiar with our workers which would indicate 
frequency visitation. important all that 
the success our work, the thing that believe helps 
much the desire our Jewish families service 
cause that good; desire help which has al-

Know Your Louis Monash. Published

York, Mr. Monash has intimate experience with hun- 
dreds children that gives him right plead with 
parents and teachers “know your child.” 

The fourteen chapters his book take problems 
which must understood and solved day day, 
hundreds times, anyone who deals with children. 
Children’s Fears, Children’s Quarrels, Food Habits, 
Hobbies, Courage and Self-Confidence, Success and 
Failure, The Playground, Discipline and Punishment, 
are some the topics discussed. Stories obviously 
taken from life that one wonders the camouflage 
sufficient, give point every phase the subject. Case 
studies written with graphic reality bring every 
reader the practical application ideas which have 
been too often left abstract statement. 

good example this method found the chapter 
the Preadolescent. Stanley, “typical preadoles- 
cent,” was caught “just lunged neighbor.” 
Here was boy giving trouble—a problem solved. 
“Why did you that?” was asked. The answer 
brings out most the important data about preadoles- 
cence, and the behavior problems arising from home 
and school misunderstanding growth changes. 

Know Your Child simple; extremely interesting 
style, and its anecdotes and dramatic portraitures 
carry the reader along from page page with clear 
understanding the most important phases child 
development. Therefore, good book give 
the average parent, teacher, institution manager 
social worker. Its psychology and pedagogy are sound, 
even abstract principles are not enunciated the 
usual technical manner. The educational point view 
“progressive,” that is, taken for granted that the 
child develops means environmental 
and the educator’s cue plan that these stimuli 
will adequate, constructive and satisfying.—Jessie 
Charters, Ph.D., Ohio State University, College 
Education.

cannot bring this same kind accomplish- 
ment, for, the first place, the vacation year for 
most legislatures. Secondly, economic conditions 
those States which the legislatures meet will make 
necessary emphasize economy programs. This 
will undoubtedly result temporary delay better 
child welfare legislation. 

efforts are made for adequate appropriations 
for mothers’ aid and for other forms service which 
will give children the advantages wholesome family 
life, the public and the legislators think such ex- 
penditures additional rather than substitutes. 
easy see that those legislators who one hand 
are being pressed the utility group cut taxes and 
their constituents home save public money, 
are very apt refuse any and all legislation that would 
smack increased expenditures. 

one and only one cure for such condition. 
That cure education the public and the law 
maker. When the public becomes Child Betterment 
Legislative-minded, the politician quickly senses the 
change. 

“To the average man comes the question: Why 
this condition true when for years the professional wel- 
fare worker has been preaching these same doctrines? 
The answer that the public and the legislator have 
been skeptical the sincerity the professional worker. 
They have said: ‘Naturally these people want more 
money, more power, more attention, for their very liveli- 
hood depends upon Well may thankful that 
for the most part these professional workers are sincere; 
they are really self-sacrificing and intense their work. 
They have studied the needs and know the remedies, 
but they are powerless prove these things the 
public without the public’s interest, and right here 
where the Legion can and does enter the picture. With 
over million and half members,—for include our 
Auxiliary,—controlling five million votes this coun- 
try, unselfish extreme, reaching into every village 
and hamlet, can carry the message the professional 
trained worker into every home. one can accuse 
the Legion trying feather its own nest when 
advocates better care for all children, and equal 
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appropriation for the child the man who stayed 
home, for the man who answered the call and 
Where the legislator who can close his ears 
the call this powerful organization when says that 
organized welfare groups can and accomplish more 
good for less money than unorganized and uncoordi- 
nated groups? 

Legion’s program for 1932 must the further 
education its own members, the public and the 
other organizations the end that 1933 shall an- 
other year harvest better things for our American 
families and children. Charity which merely patronizes 
the recipient dangerous thing for nation. 
course, charity and always has been necessity and 
and other evils cannot controlled legislation, 
but can lessen the evil intelligent giving where 
does the most good. 

our States need recodification the laws 
affecting the family and the child. many instances 
the original laws were passed when conditions were 
much different than they are today. conditions 
changed, new laws were passed, but old laws were al- 
lowed remain. Often find one law actual con- 
flict with later law. one State there today law 
which states that child shall ride vehicle that 
proceeds greater speed than four miles per hour. 
While this law still the statutes, is, course, 
not enforced. other States there are laws that are 
just ridiculous that are supposed regulate adop- 
tion, placement, education and habitation children. 
Through recodification the statutes may brought 
date and, when necessary, old laws repealed. 
need put new and improved laws into effect, and, 
above all, put some teeth into some the laws 
that they can enforced. Some effective action should 
taken stop fathers from abandoning their families 
and children. Many instances, even among our own 
veterans, are record where there has been brought 
into the world from one ten children, then the father 
becomes dissatisfied and leaves. some instances 
does not far, but claims unemployment and thereby 
relieves himself from the necessity caring for those 
whom owes everything. other instances 
goes another State and laughs the law. man 
must taught that owes all those for whose life 
responsible. 

has been previously stated, there need every 
State for better and more adequate mothers’ aid and 
boarding home legislation. must shown that 
not only better but cheaper keep children their 
own homes small groups singly boarding 
home than institution. Some county 
commissioners, where there are mothers’ aid laws, 
believe they are liberal when they spend the same 
amount for that purpose they spend the dog pound 
the Memorial Day Parade Fund. some localities 
the county gives from two five dollars month 
care This merely wasted public 
what good can this small amount do? careful study 
will prove that children can kept with their own 
mothers with understanding boarding mothers much 
cheaper than institutions and will receive individual 
attention instead mass care. 

among children adults dangerous 
public well-being. Directed and organized recreation 
necessary. many States now have laws which 


provide for recreational facilities. More attention mug 
given this those States not fortunate. The 
nation and many States have programs for great 
reational parks and open spaces, game preserves 
breathing spaces, but better programs direction 


evolved and put into practice. The general 
tives the program should the same for boys 
girls, but special study must made the special 


needs girls and the program adapted them, 
Qualified leaders must employed lead the 
tion these programs and administer them. 
informed public opinion the only avenue the 
zation these practical ideals. 

“States that are spending millions annually con. 


crete roads and other things for the more fortunate 
still housing children buildings not suited for animals, 
many institutions the limitations salaries for 


matrons and caretakers are such that only the mediocre 
can obtained. you believe that Mr. Bradley, the 
well-known race horse owner, would keep his fine 
horses firetrap stables that would hire men 
caretakers whose mentality was scarcely higher than 
the horses’? Would accept the services some 
elderly person who had never studied horses and place 
that person over ten twenty colts? 
knows that race horses are win races they must 
properly trained those who know how. Are not the 
children your State entitled much considers- 
tion? Legislation concerning standards and qualifica- 
tions necessary make this change possible. There 
are other questions domiciliary institutions equal 
importance which need corrective legislation. those 
going into this phase legislation your National Divi- 
sion will glad make suggestions and assist.

FOLLOWS THE WHITE HOUSE 
CONFERENCE CHILD HEALTH AND 
PROTECTION 


January and delegates from all quarters 
met Columbus the call Governor White 
consider the needs all children and make plans for 
carrying the findings and recommendations the White 
House Conference Child Health and Protection 
the most remote hamlets the State. 

The program was built around the general theme 
the Ohio Child—His Home Setting, His School Setting 
and His Community Setting. Instead having the 
delegates meet separate divisions for discussion 
the health education and welfare aspects child wel- 
fare program, all the meetings were joint. other 
words, for two days consideration was given the whole 
child the entire group. The registration delegates 
was approximately 1,100, and consisted doctors, 
dentists, nurses, educators, juvenile judges, social work- 
ers, parents and other interested lay persons. 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, Cleveland, who served 
chairman the general sponsoring committee ap- 
pointed the Governor, was the speaker the Thurs- 
day evening session the conference. Those who have 
heard Rabbi Silver know the moving eloquence with 
which discusses those phases the American scene 
which have with the development our children. 
stressed particularly the connection between the 
reorganized economic system and the welfare chil- 
dren. also urged that concern ourselves with 
educating boys and girls that the leisure time which 
the machine age giving larger and larger 
segments may used creatively and thus become 
asset rather than liability mankind. 

Governor White opened the conference expressing his 
interest all programs having for their purpose better 
opportunities for children and was also present the 
closing dinner Friday night. 

difficult capture the intangible spirit which 
dominated the conference sufficiently convey 
words what meant most the delegates, but there 
isno doubt but that the majority those attendance 
sensed something beyond the usual atmosphere con- 
ferences. While true that there were perhaps 
few people who were disappointed because problems 
delinquency, dependency and other pathological social 
situations were not specifically discussed, was evident 


most those present received new inspiration and 


fresh courage from hearing physicians, psychiatrists, 
educators and social workers talk terms the good 
for all children. 

When plans for the program were discussed with 
Rabbi Silver raised the question whether “some 
magnificent ought not asked participate.

Space does not permit detailed comment the con- 
tributions made each speaker, but was the con- 
sensus opinion that Dr. Graeme Mitchell, Cin- 
cinnati, the first speaker, whose subject was 
the Child into the Home,” ran the thermometer 
interest point much beyond where usually 
registers; and that the succeeding speakers held there 
through the final dinner which Mr. Bookman, 
Cincinnati, ended the conference upon the same high 
note which began.
